Whittier's first American ancestor

'Hit parents lived oh a farm 
near Baverhrll, Mass., where he ' was 
born December 17, 1807. , His early

Canada, 
principally 


through Manitoba. The exodua from 
th« home Una i* expected .to begin 
next summer, and the race which te 
preparing to come to America is the 
Finnish. With them will eome many 
of the Swedish element, for all fear 
the encroachment* Rusria i* constant- 
ly making on their old-time civil privi- 
lege* and liberties and religious 
right*. 
The Swede*, with whom the Finn* 


bad always held commercial inter- 
course, conquered the country In the 
period from' 1157 to 1323, and 
from 


that time the Finos 'nave'.'. oecn in- 
cluded In. the list of the civilized cotm- 
trie* of western. Europe. 
The class 


were more closely united under the 
form*: of government, but while con- 
qujred 
they maintained their in- 


dividual freedom mid their institu- 
tions. 
The Scandinavian, however, 


took rank »bore the Finn* in intelli- 
gence, and when it wa« decreed that 
the language of the former should be 
learned by the subject people, and 


more, Buaiian* we 
cannot become, 


therefore let us be Finns," became the 
motto of the country. The feeling wa» 
greatly increased by the great poem, 
"Kalevala." The *ong, banded down 
froiri mouth to mouth from heathen 
times, and old tradition*, now care- 
fully preserved in written form, accel- 
erated the growth of the patriotic 
spirit, and Poet Johan Ludvig Rune- 
berg, by hl» itlrring lines, added in- 
teoaity to the e*notion* of the people. 
While the sentimental writers were fos- 
tering the growth of the national feel- 
ing Snellman was feeding their judg- 
ment with unanswerable argument* iu 
the magazine* and scientific publica- 
tions. He argued most forcibly that 
the preservation of the Finnish tongue 
wa« the great««t safeguard, nnd that 
the higher educated must cease to use 
the Swedish, and that the latter must 
give way to the former in the court*, 
legislation, and place* of learning. Al- 
though everyone embraced, the ideas 
thus set forth with eagerness, an op- 
position wa* met with from the bureau- 
cracy of Russian officials, who perse- 
cuted Snellman. suppressed various 
publications and exercised rigid cen- 
sorship over all others, and in 1850 the 
latter policy became so drastic that all 
publications in Finnish were prohib- 
ited, excepting the religious and some 
economic essays. Dumas' story of Vil- 
helm. Tell and tie war of independ- 
ence in Switzerland was responsible for 
this strangling of the newborn journal- 
ism and literature. The eastern war 
of 1853-6 induced Russia to treat the

But 
si:mitff<1 us the country Is, between 
the two powerful mitkme, tins Swedes 
nnd the Russians, who were constant- 
ly ivt war with each other, Finland 
wu» <xm«tAntiy orerrun. by the -ivai'- 
ritt£- host*. wp«itedly devivstoted and 
t.h«> people ffrently reduced in num- 
bers froro tlnughter. conflscatioai of 
property nivd famine. The most, rc- 
maricahle era of war's ravages was 
that of tlw great northern war, which

37CO unti) 17S1. the popula- 


tion belng^ l«*en«d cme-third and tlie

their union with Swedon. but in 1303 
Kusdan nrinics overran the Finns and 
their country was entirely added to 
the possessions of tl?e cv^ir, uft-er a 
most stublwrn contest, in which the 
Finns hnd mcuie a heroic fight agtiinst 
the inviulers. 


Alexander J., of Russia, recognized 


the strong feelings of affection 
his 


new subjects had for their Institu- 
tions, and he determined to recognize 
their constitution and their legisla- 
tion, which-he. did the following y««r 
Jn «v speech, to the delegate* in 
the 


InndlAg fit a special meeting. He also 
added -to th« jurisdiction of this gov- 
ernment the territory that had for- 
merly been wrested : from It, and the 
decree issued by tlie czar a few days 
latet recognized the Pinna* funda- 
mental law, their reHgion, and desig- 
nated the new order of things as a 
union of the two countries, with him- 
self n» the ruling power of the Finniih 
Grand Duchy. Hepr^aaiged "to main- 
tain all these benefits and laws firm 
and unshaken in their full force." Two 
day* later the czar received the hom- 
age of the estates in a cathedral and 
the promises were again nia<Mh.nd the 
constitution declared inviolf^R, 


Although ths policy of the new ruler 


was liberal, the Finns bellefed that the 
day would come when they would be 
deprived of their nationality and lib-- 
trtie*. In the universities a national 
feeling was taught, and the words of a 
student, Arvidson, "Swedes we are BO 


Finns more liberally, as (heir friend- 
ship was essential to the great power 
it that time, and the press regained 
it» former freedom. The parliament, 
which had not met for some time, was 
reopened, Snellman elected to the sen- 
ate, and he secured the passage of an 
ordinance declaring in favor of. the Fin- 
nish tongne, thus reopening the lingual 
war; the patriots demanding that the 
language of the schools be that of the 
native population, -while Russia's in- 
terest lay in dividing the people be- 
tween the Swedish and Russian, tc pre- 
vent ut ,ty among them. One result of 
thia 7 ,iicy has been to create much 
hatred between the Swedish and nar 
live elements, which has gone to the 
extent of discharging laborers of e*- 
flliatlon* opposite to those of the em- 
ployer, the practicing of boycotts on 
merchants, and social ostracism. Po- 
litical parties are drawn on these lines, 
But the wealthy Swedish element, or 
aristocracy, arc yet in power, although 
in the minority numerically, owing to 
the elective system which permits the 
wealthy to cast, many votes. But both 
factions have always united to oppose 
Russian amalgamation, and joined in 
determined and indignant opposition 
when Alexander III. tried to effect a 
change in the constitution vritioutcon- 
sulting the people, and thereby Eus- 
slanlzc the country. Nicholas II., the 
present czar, upon reaching the throne, 
dissolved the commission delegated to 
accomplish this aim, declaring that he 
Intended to observe the laws and priv- 
ileges of Finland. 


Nicholas II., however, reverted to the 


old policy of thoroughly Russianizing 
these people, and recently. In violation 
of the constitution, he appointed a Rus- 
sian, von Phehwe, secretary of state, 
who has just issued a proclamation to 
the Finnish senate demanding that it 
and tit* country at once cease political 
itgitatlon, and that the senate mak« 
it a criminal offense to utter any opin- 
ion contrary to Russian policy. 
A 


month ago five of the best Finnish and 
Swedish newspapers were forced to 
cease publication and three more were 
warned that a timilar f»t« awaited them 
if they again mentioned political mat- 
ters. Three ministers have .been im- 
prisoned for praying, for the welfare of 
their country, and upon their release 
were banished for two years, being es- 
corted into Russia. One of the reasons 
assigned for the Russianizing of Fin- 
land'is that the czar fears a possible 
combination of Protestant Germany. 
Sweden and Finland, which might over- 
throw his Greek Catholic government.

On the lower one rest the cook- 
ing, weaving and fishing utensils, the 
knives and needles, pots and pans. On 
the upper ledge, with much display of 
wonderfully woven blankets,, are the 
beds.

The suitor 
for the hand of one of the daughters 
enters slyly and takes a seat with the 
sons. No protest is made. The father 
and mother go on with their little 
tasks; the young girls giggle after the 
fashion of girls the world over. And 
the suitor, thus urjrepulsed, contents 
himself, thinking his case won. 


The oldest among them chants some 


old folksong and the father rises. It 
is the signal for good nights. The ashes 
are spread over the fire, and by the 
light of a few fishes-* tails, dried for 
the lighting, tl;e family goes to bed, 
forgetful of crashing bergs, of

mysterious aurora, of the mountains 
where the snow lies forever and al- 
way.
